Plans for a re-survey of Oakland 
"to meet the needs of present and 
prospective 
commerce" are tinder 
consideration today by the harbor 
development committee of the Oak- 
land Chamber of'Commerce and rep- 
resentatives of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Alameda and San Leitndro 
nnd the Eas,t Sido Bonrd of Trade. 
They -\\ere biibmitted at a harbor 
committee luncheon In the 
Hotel 
Oakland yesterday by E. C. Sessions 
The plans, upon adoption, are to 
be submitted to the government 
through Colonel Herbart Deakyne, 
United States Army Engineer, who 
has district offices In San Francisco. 
Sessions pointed out that the plans 
merely are designed to obtain Fed- 
eral sanction and support f 01 the new 
project and not to obtain, at this 
time, any appropriation 
RKCOMMENDATIONS MADE, 
Sessions made the following rec- 
ommendations for the proposed re- 
survey: 
A channel from San Francisco 


Bay, 500 feet wide and 85 feet deep 
at low water, to Webster street 
drawbridge, thence easterly 
re- 
dredging present channels to Ninth 
avenue in Oakland, thence east- 
erly in Brooklsn Basin as follows: 
The north channel 350 feet wide 
and 30 feet at low water, the 
southerly channel 600 feet wide 
and 30 feet deep at low water, -with 
turning basins 80 feet deep at each 
end, thence 350 feet wide and 30 
feet deep from Brooklyn Basin 
through tidal canal; also providing 
a solid fill 250 feet wide from Den- 
nlson street, Oakland, to Govern- 
ment Island In Brooklyn Basin; a 
channel from the easterly end of 
the tidal canal up East Creek 
varying In width from 350 feet to 
200 feet and 30 feet at low water.
